Mrs.  Sweeney  a summer 
resident  since  1953  and  a per- 
manent one  12  years,  is  vice 
chairman  of  the  South  Metro 
Council,  an  advisory  sub- 
regional council  of  the  Health 
Systems  Agency  for  Greater 
Boston.

and  its  five  regional  councils. 
The  agency  has  received  its 
full  designation  under  the  law 
based  on  that  effort.  Mrs. 
Sweeney  said  in  her  announce- 
ment statement  she  is  commit- 
ted to  promotion  of  good 
health  and  disease  prevention 
techniques. 

Mrs.  Sweeney  holds  a certi- 
ficate from  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity as  a family/community 
health  worker  and  is  working 
toward  a B.A.  degree  at  the 
UMass.  College  of  Public  and 
Community  Service.  While  at 
Northeastern,  Mrs.  Sweeney 
was  on  the  Dean’s  List.  Her 
field  work  was  at  the  Rox- 
bury  Comprehensive  Health 
Center  and  the  Brockton 
Multi-Service  Center. 


Mrs.  Sweeney  and  her  hus- 
band Bob  have  three  children, 
all  either  now  attending  or 
who  have  attended  Cohasset 
schools. 

Mrs.  Sweeney  is  a part-time 
secretary  for  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Departments.  She  has 
been  a library  aide  at  the  Os- 
good School  and  a member  of 
the  Communications  Council 
of  the  Deer  Hill  School.  Mrs. 
Sweeney  was  a kindergarten 
and  lower  school  teacher  at  the 
First  Parish  Church  and  work- 
ed on  curriculum  for  the  pri- 
mary grades.  She  was  also  the 
church’s  representative  to  the 
annual  fair  on  the  Common.
